Safeway Stores Violated 
Signed Agreement; 


Clerks Are Willing 
To Arbitrate 


The Central Labor Council of 
Alameda county and every affili- 
ated union offered their assistance 
to Retail Food Clerks’ Union, Local 
No, 870 today and so notified Wil- 
liam Green, head of the AFL, of 
their action. 


In the following telegram sent 
Green this week the council gives 
the reasons for the strike action 
and the support of the local unions: 


“Undersigned was instructed by 
motion unanimously adopted by 
delegates to council in regular 
meeting Monday to inform you 
facts relative to strike of clerks at 
Safeway stores, 

“Before strike union and council 
executive committee proposed arbi- 
tration. This was not accepted by 
Safeway. Since strike. and to date 
same offer has been reiterated to 
employer who continues to refuse 
to accede to same. 

“Safeway is in violation of agree- 
ment giving time off in lieu of 
overtime, wrongly classifying 
clerks, paying below scale, refus- 
ing to recognize head clerk classi- 
fication as observed by other em- 
ployers. Local has council and in- 
ternational sanction. 

“International Secretary Coulter 
here before strike called and fa- 
miliar with all details. Strike is lo- 
calized to local Safeway stores. No 
picket lines to interfere with other 
crafts. : 

“Stores not affected by strike are 
adequately serving the public and 
there is no interference with war 
effort in any way. Under circum# 
stances council considers clerks 
action not in violation of AFL no 
strike policy account clerks offer 
to arbitrate. Appeal by you to Safe- 
way to accept clerks’ offer to ar- 
bitrate would help greatly. 

“Urge you reconsider your view 
of situation in light of facts and 
circumstances. Any other course 
will endanger entire AFL move- 
ment here. 

“Strike not hasty action. Dispute 
of long standing. Many conferences 
held. Will supply you full details 
by letter if desired. Please advise 
immediately.

“Have Bent Over Back. | 
wards to Settle Dispute,” 
Says Council Leader 


“We have bent over backwards in 
order to avoid unpleasantness in 
this dispute,” G. A. Silverthorn, 
secretary of the Central Labor 
Council of Alameda county, said 
in his wire to the AFL executive 


board on the Safeway stores con-» 


troversy. 
His telegram in full follows: 


“Mr. Green is a well meaning but 
very busy man. Unfortunately, he 
did not communicate with the 
| counei for the facts of the clerks’ 
i situation before sending the tele- 
gram or divulging its contents to 
the press. His attitude is based 
upon evident misinformation. Ev- 
ery union affiliated with the coun- 
cil is in complete sympathy and 
accord with the clerks’ union. Upon 
receipt of Mr. Green’s telegram out 
executive board took steps to cor 


gram accurately setting forth the 
full and true data. 

“In the meantime the clerks’ 
union and the councij) have not 


changed their position with regard” 
to the strike action, It is most un 
fortunate that Mr. Green's tele- 
gram leaves an inference of un- 
patriotism in the clerks’ and coun- 
cil’s action, Our records belie such 
interpretation. Alameda county has 
been singularly free of labor dis- 
| putes because the unions here and 
|the council have bent over back- 
| wards to avoid unpleasantness. 
“The responsibility of the 
present strike rests upon the 
corporation, It refuses to arbi- 
trate the fundamental issue in- 
volved. At any rate, if this dis- 
pute involved in any way an 
impediment to the war effort, 
which it does not, the clerks 
and the council would have 
| foregone the union’s just rights 
| under its contract rather than 
embarrass the war situation. 
There has been no violation of, 
| or action inconsistent with, the 
AFL pledge of no strike action 
| detrimental to the war effort, 
“We feel certain that once Mr 
;Green can find time to investigate 


this matter without relying upon 
inaccurate, if not unreliable, 
sources of information he will be 
in accord with the clerks’ union 
and the central labor council’s 
action.”

STRIKE FACTS 


A STATEMENT OF EMPLOYES 
ON STRIKE 


THE REASON FOR THE STRIKE 


This wealthy corporation will not give its clerks the 
wages and the pay other employers are giving under the 
union’s collective bargaining agreement. That is the cause 
of the strike. 

We clerks are working people, wholly dependent upon 
our jobs for the livelihood of our families. Like all workers, 
we have the pressing obligations of everyday life to meet. 
Yet, we took the serious course of leaving those jobs at 
Safeway stores as the only course left to us to assure a full 
pay envelope according to our rights. Here are our 
grievances: 


THE UNION CONTRACT 


1—The union contract calls for time and one-half for 
overtime work after 48 hours. Other employers pay over- 
time in cash. Safeway has been paying it in time off from 
work for the extra time worked. We can’t pay bills and 
buy bonds with time off imstead of the pay check. The 
corporation promised to correct this abuse but never did. 
Instead, some of us who complained to the union were 
reprimanded by our superiors 

2—The union contract calls for $34.00 per week for 
checkers and regular clerks. Some employes performing 
those duties were classified by the company in a lower 
bracket and paid $30.00 per week. 

3—Other employers pay department heads—the union 
contract calls them head clerks—the scale provided in the 
union agreement of $30.00 per week. 

We contend Safeway has a produce and vegetable de- 
partment and accordingly a head clerk of that department 
should receive $39.00 per week instead of the regular 
clerks’ pay of $34.00. We work in the store. We think we 
know. Safeway says it has no fruit and vegetable depart- 
ment, or any departments. [hrough our union we offered 
to arbitrate this point before we ever went out on strike. 
Lately the same offer was made. The corporation then, 
and to date, has not accepied the offer. 


THE EMPLOYER'S ARGUMENTS 

Almost every day, Safeway Stores, Inc., have been using 
expensive advertising space and skilled publicity writers to 
write against the union to attempt to justify the position of 
this wealthy corporation in its dispute with us. One series 
of the company’s ads attempts to view the situation in a 
jocular mood. Stressing the serve-yourself shopping policy 
of the stores, the writer of those ads accuses the union of 
deciding ‘‘to put snow shoes on hummingbirds.’ One day’s 
work in a food store would convince that expert that self- 
help shopping by customers does not eliminate the require- 
ment of a head clerk for a produce department. After all, 
even that “expert” should admit that an ear of corn cannot 
hear the wishes of a customer, the eye of a potato cannot 
see which produce is unfit to remain on display, and the 
head of a cabbage cannot figure out what quantity of each 
produce item will be needed from day to day. 


THE CLERKS’ DEMANDS 

These “non-existent” produce departments gross millions 
of dollars for the company because responsible head clerks 
run them and efficient requiar clerks and checkers assist. 
The head clerk is entitled to the union contract scale of 
$39.00 and the regular clerk and checker to the contract 
scale of $34.00. 

Further, we should all be paid overtime in cash and not 
be forced to take time off at the company’s convenience 
instead of overtime pay.

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GOVERNMENT MUST NOT 
TURN TO FASCIST METHODS 


Labor history was made on July 20, 1942, when President Green is- 
sued the declaration of Am@rican Federation of Labor policy on wages 
and inflation. This declaration labor’s answer to those who would 
set up a fascist type of control in this country by using war powers and 
war agencies to dictate fundamental policy on wages without consulting 
lJlabor or giving workers a chance to be heard. 

In this statement President Green showed that organized labor will 
be true to its responsibility as guardian of democracy in America. We 
will be true to our country’s history and principles. We will not see 
democracy destroyed and fascist controls set up in this country. 

Fascist controls can be established so subtly that the general public 
is not aware of their loss of liberty. That is the way fascism was 
gradually imposed on the people of Germany. That is the danger in this 
country. If collective bargaining were set aside and wage policy were 
dictated by government order, we should have taken an irretrievable 
step toward fascism here in America . 

Such a step was threatened on July 13,

Ever since the president’s speech 
of April 27, when he urged “wage stabilization” as an anti-inflation 
measure, there has been confusion about wage policy in the United 


States. No one has known exactly what was meant by wage stabiliza- 
tion. The office of price administration, led by Leon Henderson him- 
self, has stood firmly against all wage increases except where wages are 
‘substandard,” and labor hating employers have given him wholehearted 
support. Labor has advocated wage increases wherever companies are 
able to pay without raising prices, the wage increases to be paid in war 
bonds where necessary to prevent inflation. 

Wage Increases Are Not “Hot Money”
